2. Our review of the USAF Aerial Phenomena Programg including the 
AFCRC Study, has been completed. We find that morefthan half of the 
program relates to phenomena of a non-scientific nature. The remaining 
portion, while possibly associated with scientific processes, does not 
include qualitative data and is therefore of Limited scientific value. 
Considering the quality of data available from other sources, exploitation 
of the aerial phenomena observations would not significantly enhance our 
research programs. 


3. For the reason stated above, I do not believe that the transfer of 
the USAF Aerial Phenomena Program to ARDC is in the best interest of 
the Air Force.

2. In 19h7 the USAF assumed responsibility for a program of 
iemeathantion and analysis of unidentified flying objects over 
the United States. This program was designed to determine if 
these phenomene represented a threat to our national security. 

At its inception the program was directed toward determining 
first, if these phenomena were hostile, and second, had any 
possible scientific value. A tertiary objective was to determine 
the nature of each of these reported objects. 


3. With the passage of time there has been no indication that 
these phenomena were hostile or posed a threat to the security 
of the United States. After review of the twelve year record of 
the UFO program it is clear that the program has developed along 
lines progressively more remote from intelligence interests. 
However G@uring the Life of the project there have been indications 
of possible scientific value. Our experience with this program 
indicates exploitation may be desirable in the following scientific 
or technical areas:

UFO Program 

AFCIN (General Walsh) 

1. Since 1947 the Air Force, and more specifically the ATIC, has been 
responsible for a program designed to determine if unidentified flying 
objects were a national threat ar had any scientific value. This program 
at its inception was designed to determine if UFO's were hostile, and had 
any possible scientific value. A tertiary objective was to determine the 
nature of each of these objects. With the passage of time the absence 

of positive indication that these objects were hostile or had any scientific 
value, and the coming of the UFOites the third objective began to take on 
more stature. Today this objective has grown to such an extent that we 

are fast reaching the point where the tail may wag the dog. This is a 
possible great danger to the Air Force prestige and certainly © danger to 
the intelligence community. 

2. The attached study offers as a solution transfer of the UFO project to 
ARDC with aims toward eventual complete elimination as a special project. 

I concur with the views outlined in the study that such @ move would be 
beneficial to both the intelligence community and to the UFO program. 
Disassociation with intelligence would do much to strip the aura of mystery 
from the UFO program, and the same disassociation would eliminate a project 
from intelligence which is more or less open to public inspection. 

3-e It is suggested that the attached study be approved and forwarded to 
the Air Force Chief of Staff with a recommendation for consideration and 


possible implementation.

1. Since the fall of 1947, be Air Force has conducted a project designed 
to determine if unidentified flying objects constitute a threat to national 
security, or if they offer any scientific and/or technical information which 
would be beneficiel. This progrem, far from the original intent, hes become 
an unproductive burden upon the Air Force, and specifically the Aerospace 
Technical Intelligence Center. ‘he program requires iinancing ond munning 
and has resulted in unfavorable publicity for the Air Force, avd again more 
specifically the Aerospace Technice1 Inteliigence Center. The Air Force 
neeis to eliminate tiis costly, and to date unproductive, program. Complete 
Climinaztion is Gesireble, but it should certainiy be disassociated with the 
intelligence coununity where it is extremely dengerous to prestige. 


FACTORS BEARING UN TiiE PROBLEM: 


2. As of 3o June 1959, after l2 years of investigating and analyzing every 
unidentified flying object which wes brought to its attention, the Air Force 
has accwmulated « file of 6152 cases. The number of reports number better 
than 000, for many objects were reported by more than one witness and from 
different sources (ab - A)e From this vast experience with UFO's, the Air 
Force hes not had ihe slightest evidence that these objects constitute 4 
tareat to national security, or are space vehicles controlled by man or 
alien beings from another world; nor has any real scientific and/or technics] 
knowledge resulted. 


je There are 50 private UFO organizations in the I whose members exploit

devious reasons at the expense of the Air Force (Tab - B). There have been 
instances when the wembers of these organizations have sctually competed 
with the Air Force during the investigution of a case.

DISCUSSIONS: 


fe <Inmnediate elimination of tne proeram. To do this would result in dese 
troying every advantage geined in the past 12 years. It would not only 
Supply fuel for tc conrirmea vivites, but would also provide avenues for 
propagandists. in aadition to arousing the confirmed UFO helievers, it 
could encourage the wrath of those citizens who took no active part, bot 
trustec wheir security in the lact that the Air Farce was on the job. | 
While the eventual elimination is to be sought as a goal, it must be under- 
stood that the public must first be comiitioned in order that they be recepe 
tive of the idea. Disbendment of the program as a project assigned to a 
Specific agency by no means infers that the Air Force will not continue this 
effort. livery ayency in the Air Force, as a matter of doing its part toward 
accomplishment of the overall Air Force mission, would give proper attention 
to reports of any objects which may prove hostile or of intelligence and/or 
scientific and technical value. The only oblective whieh would suffer as 

& result of ciiminating tiis program would be the public relations aspects. 


S. Remove the UFO program from the intelligence comaunity with plans for 
eventusi complete elimination following a program of public education. By 
moving the sroject out of the intelligence community several problems asso- 
ciated with the program would be ease. First, the public tends to exmag- 
gerate the importance of any cperation which is in any way conneeted with 
military intelligence. second, it would eliminate az an intelligence res- 
ponsibility | program which is open to public inspection. Third, tne pro- 
eram, in the absence of potential national threat and scientific returns, 
has been one mainly os public relations. The program could be moved to the 
sashington area and made the direct responsibility of one of the branches 

of the SAbiS. The long range plan to educate the public would use the media 
of the press, television, radio, and possibly movies, to inform the public 
ol the various aspects of the program. The public should be meade aware of 
the phenomena and/or mepemade objects wiaich have been misidentified and 
reported as UFU's. »sithin the limits of security, all rocket, satellite 
launching, etc., should be made public knowledge. The public should be 
maije aware that the Air Force will still be accomplishing the two major 
objectives of this program; determining if UFO's constitute a national 
threat, and if they are of any scientific and/or technical value as a 
routine part of its overall] mission. A study program should be undertaken 
by the persons conducting the UFO project which would be more than the pure 
Statistical atud, which was accomplished for Special Report ,1y. This study 
Should make specific correlations to determine, if possible, the cause for 


§ 
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surges of reports (this would serve a dusl purpose by allowing anticipation 
of surges and also possible prevention by knowm causes). The stuwiy should 
contain specific information as to the types of phenomena and/or man-made 
objects which have been responsible for the sightings. The report should 
also give heavy consideration to the psychological aspects of the program. 
Removal of the program from the intelligence community woul] not mean that 
the objectives of the progrem have changed, but only that more diseretion 
will be given to which cases are possibly of inteliigence significance, or 
are of possible scientific value. Liaison between the UIO office and the 
appropriate subedivision of AFUIN, ALC, or ARDO would tend to maintain the 
high level of these objectives. A rated officer with a technical backgroun: 
and intelligence experience should be assigned as OIC of this program to 
Allow os high degree of accomplishsent in the analysis of the vases, to 
insure that scicntificelly significant cases will be recognized, and that 
cases which my have intelligence value will bo given the oroper attention. 
The main disadvantages of tiis plar are tie relatively erest expense which 
may be incurred during the initial phases of the public educotion progran, 
moving of the UFO oifice away from the scientific and teehricsl facilities 
of the ATIC and the WADC, and the loss of prestize which would result by 
removing the organization from the responsibility of an organization with 
acientific and technical capability to another whose main concern is public 
information. ‘her viewed properly, it will he rerlized thet the expense 
incurred in the public education progrem wiii more than pay for iteel? if 
this eventually leads to desctivation of the rrogrem. As for the scientific 
and technical assistance, this is available in the Wasnineton, D.C. area 
from ARDC, NACA, atc. 


9. A third solution is essentially the sase as that outlised under paragraph 
eight. The only recomended change i3 that the WO program be essociated 
With an organization such as ARDC which has a seientific and technical capa- 
bility. idaison then would be accomplishes between the UFO office and SAFIS, 
AFCIN, aad AiG. THis solution would do awsy with the problem of tne possible 
loss cf prestige which couldd result from the disassociation with an orjanie 
@ation having scientific and techniesl capability while retaining ail of the 
advantages. 


CUNCLUSION: 


10. The best immediate solution to the UFO program is to cisassociate the 
project with the intelligence community and to assign responsidility toz the 
program to the ARDC with SAFIS, AYCIN, and ADC lisison. The proxzram under 
ARDC guidance to be directed toward active public scugstion an the eventual 
6limination of the program as a special project. 


ACTION RECOMMENDED: 


lle It is recommended that this study be aperoveée 2nd forwarded to tne 
ACS/I for consideration, with » recommendation thet 16 be apnroved snd fore 
warded to the Aix Force Chief of Staff for considerstion and rossibie imple- 
mentation. Such approval to be acknowledced by suthenticecion of the draft 
document which is attachment number one to this stuiy.

Ae Lxeamine the current unidentified flying objects program, as con- 
ducted by the United jitates Air Force, to determine its proper orientation 
within the Air Force structure. 


II. FACTORS BEARING ON THE PROBLEM: 


A. In 1947 the Air Force established a project whose purpose was to 
collect, collate, evaluate, and distribute to interested government agencies 
end contractors all information concerning sightings and phenomena in the 
atmosphere which could be construed to be of concern to national security. 
As of 350 June 1959, after 12 years of investigating and analyzing every 
unidentified flying object sighting brought to its attention, the Air Force 
has accumulated a file of 6152 cases. The total reports received number 
better than 5000, for many objects were reported from more than one source 
(TAB-A). From thia vast experience with UFO's, the Air Force has not hed 
the slightest evidence that these objects sre & threat to national security 
or are space vehicles controlled by man or aliens from another world. This 
same experience has not revealed any scientific and/or technical informa- 
tion which would be beneficial to the United States. 


5S. The UFO program, far from its original intent of determining the 
intelligence and scientific and/or technical value of these objects, has 
seemingly acquired a primary objective of providing public information.

In addition to these full time, or 
nearly full time people, there are a greet number in the field who must 
meet the problems of this program on a @y tc day basis (TAB-G). Since 
1945 the project has contracted the services of a scientific consultant

in the person of Dr. J. Allen iiynek. The annuel average for Dr. Hynek's 
services has been $1500. In 1952 a statistical study of tone program was 
performed by a civilian contractor. This study cost the Air Force approxi- 
mately » In addition to the foregoing expenses, tie operating 
costs which can be directly attributed to the UFO program must be added. 


Lil . DISCUSSION: 


A. several solutions to the problem of proper oricntation of the 
UFU program are as follows: 


1. Retain the program at ATIC and direct the major efforts 
associated with the program toward accauplishment of the original objec- 
tives. The major advantage of this solution is that the project has been 
assigned to tie intelligence comaunity since its birth and ail Air Force 
experience in nandling tie program belongs to ATIC. There would be no 
requirement to establish new lines of comiunication and/or liaison. inis 
solution would reguire oo sew directives and tie subedivisivons of the Air 
Force are familiar with she present method oi operation and know their res- 
ponsibilities to the program. This solution has several disadvantages. 

The public tends to exaggerate the importance of any operation which is in 
any way associated with military intelligence. The JiO program is more or 
less open to public inspection, and the association of such a wide-open 
project with ATIC has u tendency to reduce tiie prestige oi the intelligence 
comaunity. The mwoject reguires manpower and resourced wiich might be 

used more constructively on other programs. 


2e Transfer tae UFO project from the iatelligence community to 
another agency of the Air Foree which has a scientific and technical cape- 
bility; i.@., Aix lesearch and Levelopment Command. Such & chunge would 
allow a fresh approach by an organization which would not be burdened by 
problems which are bred from faniliarity. The scientific objectives of 
the project, in the absence of evidence that »¥O's pose a threat to 
national security covld possibly teke on greater stature, snd association 
with an agency such as ARDU could enhance this possibility. The UFO 
program would not suffer any loss cf prestige due to its disassociation 
with the seientific capabilities of ATiC. There are certain disedventages 
wiich could result from the reassignment of tne UFO programe ‘there would 
be a requirement for establishing new lines of communication and/or liaison, 
new directives, and for the sub-divisions of the Air lorce becoming familiar 
with new operating procedures and responsibiiities. 


3- Transfer tie UFO project to one of the subedivisions of SAFIS. 
This solution would effect the transfer of the project to en syency which 
is presently responsible for the pubiic information sapects of the program. 
Responsibility for the full program could probably be accomplished by 
expansion of the present office. The project wouid be assigued to an 
agency which has some familiarity with the progrem. A program of public 
education on the J¥O program could best be conducted by SAFIS. There are 
some disadvantages however, since extensive coordination would be required 
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between the Ulu office and AFUIN, ADO, and AWC in order to accomplish 
the primary objectives of the project. There would also be a requirement 
for new directives, and the Subedivisions of the Air Force would have to 
become familiar with new responsibilities and a new method of operation. 
In addition, the UlO program could lose prestige due to its association 
with an agency which has no scientific capability. 


B. Llimination of the direct association between the intelligence 
community and the UFO project would be mutually healthy. The intelligence 
Comaumity Should aot be burdened with this pragram which has such strong 
overtones of public relations. Also, it has been pointed out more than 
once during the l2 year life of this project thet positive steps should 
be takon to strip this program of its aura of mystery. The disassociation 
with intelligence would do much to accomplish this aim because of the 
public's cloak and dagger attitude toward military intelligence. The 
UFO program to date has revealed no evidence wWuich indicates tiese pheno- 
mena are a threat or potential threat to our national security. in the 
absenve of Such evidence tie only possible positive gain from this project 
would be the soleatigiec and/or technical knowledge which might be avail- 
able. ‘This objestive would be within the scope of the normal mission of 
ARDC. if this project was moved to SAIS, tae jrimary objectives would 
be further subjugate. and in time tae Ulv project woula probably degeaerate 
into a complete publics relations program. 


IV. WWNOLULION: 


Ae AsBignment of tae UFU project to an agency with e scientific 
capability; i.ée. ARI, is the most logical orientation of the program 
within the Air Force structure. When the UFO project was conceived in 
1947, & wuajor consideration was naticmal security; therefore, its assign- 
ment to intelligence was very logical. Experience to dete with the UFO 
has not revealed any evidence that these phenomena are a threat to nationel 
security, ami their only possible value to the Air Foree is scientific 
information. ‘To enhance the success of this reassigmuont, the scicntizic 
objectives of the project shoulc be more clearly defined.

possible scientific value. Dr. LD. He. Robey of Convair-Astronautics, in his 

study on "Slow Moving Creen Fireballs," uses Url reports as possible sub- 

stantiating evidence; Dr. Charles P. Olivier, tresident of The American 

Meteor Society, has on several occasions recuested information from the 

Air Force to be used for his studies on "fireballs". Dr. Olivier claims 

the Air Force information 1s more complete than his own reports. ‘ihe 

UFO files contain reports of cases which were analyzed as being due to 

rare scientific phenomena such as "ball lightning". 

i. In the absence of a security threat from UFO's, it is my opinion 

; that the project's value to the Air Force lies in exploitation of its 
scientific information. In order to accomplish this goal the UFO program

Ae Several solutions to the problem of proper orientation of the 
UFO progrem sre as follows: 


le Retain the program at ATIC and direct the major efforts 
associeted with tae program toward accomplishment of the original objece- 
tives. The mijor edvantage of this solution is that the project has been 
assigned to the intelligence comunity since its birth and all Air Force 
experience in hamiling the program belongs to ATIC. There would be no 
requirement to establish new lines of commumication and/or liaison. This 
solution would require no new directives and the sub-divisions of the Air 
Yeree are familiar with the present method of operation and know their res- 
ponsibilities to the programe ‘This solution has several disadvantages. 
The public tends to exsgyerate the importance of any Sperawen which is in 
any way associated with military intelligence. The WFO program is mwre or 
less open to public inspection, and the association of such o wide-open 
project with ATIC has a tendency to reduce the prestige of the intelligence 
comunity. The woject requires manpower and resources which might be 
used more constructively on other programs. 


2e Transfer the Url project from the intelligence community to 
another agency of the Air Jarce which has so scientific and technical capa- 
bility; ie@e, Air Neaearch an) Vevelopment Commend. uch a change would 
allow a fresh approach by an organization which would not be burdened by 
problems which are bred from faniliarity. The scientific objectives of 
the project, in the absence of evidenge that vil's pose a threat to 
national security could possibly take on greater stature, and association 
with an agency such as ANDY could enhance this possibility. The Ur 
program would not suffer any loss of prestige due to its disassociation 
with the scientific capabilities of ATIG. There are certain disadvantages 
which could result from the reassignment of ihe UFO programe ‘There would 
be a requirement for establishing new lines of communication and/or liaison, 
new directives, and for the subedivisions of the Air force becoming familiar 
with new operating procedures and responsibilities. 


3e transfer the UO project to one of the sub-divisions of Siri. 
This solution would effect the transfer of the project to an agency wiich 
is presently responsible for the public information aspects of the program. 
Nesponsibility for the full program could probably be accomplished ty 
expansion of the present office. The project would be assigned to an 
agency which has some familiarity with the progrem. A jrogram of public 
edugation on the J). progrem could best be conducted by GSAFIS. There are 
some disadvantages however, since extensive coordination would be required 


between the Uiv office and APULN, AIX, and AUC in order to accomplish 
the primary objectives of the project. There would ala be a requirement 
for new directives, and the sub<divisions of the Air Force would have to 
become familiar with new responsibilities and ao new method of operation. 
In addition, the UFO program could lose preatige duc to its association 
with an ageney which has no scientific capability. 


Be ilimination of the direct association between the intelligence 
CcOmounity and the Viv project would be mutually healthy. The intelligence 
community should not be burdened with this pragram which has such strom 
overtones of public relations. Also, it has been pointed out more than 
once during the iz year life of this project thet positive steps should 
be taken to strip thie program of its aura of mystery. The disassociation 
with intelligence would do much to accomplish this aim because of the 
public's cloak and dagger attitude toward military intelligence. The 
UFO program to date has revealed no evidence which imiicates these pheono- 
mene are a threat or potential threat to our national seewitye In the 
absenge of such evidence the only possible positive gain from this project 
would be the scientific and/or technical knowledge which might be avail- 
able. This objective would be within the scope of the normal mission of 
ARICe if this project was moved to SALTS, the primary objectives would 
be further subjugate and in time the UF project would probably degenerate 
into a complete public relations program. 


IVe GONCLUSION: 


Ae Aasigtuwent of the Uliv project to an agenagy with a scientific 
Gapability; 1e@.e AN, is the most logical orientation of the program 
within the Air Force atructure. When the UPO oroject was conecived in 
1947 —e & mmjor consideration was national security; therefore, its assign- 
ment to intelligence was very logical.
